Tough job? 


If you work in media or fly a plane, you likely need a vacation

Stressed out by your job and looking for a change? Chances are you work in 
media, and maybe should consider something in health care. 

A new report on the most, and least, stressful professions, showed that more 
than half of the 10 least-stressful jobs are in the health care, led by audiologists, 
who assess and treat hearing disorders. 

“Professions that involve low stress have very little danger and minimal 
physical demands,” said Tony Lee, publisher of careercast.com, a jobs 
website that compiled the report. 
Other jobs in the field that fill the bill for low pressure and compe- 
tition, with shorter workweeks, include dietitian, dental hygienist, 
speech pathologist, occupational therapist and chiropractor. 
Jobs in media, led by public relations executives, dominated the 
highest stress professions, according to the report, although com- 
mercial airline pilot topped the list. 
“Jobs in communication can be high pressure,” Lee said, “es- 
pecially for public relations executives handling crisis situations, 
newscasters who go on-air with little or no time for preparation 
and photojournalists working in dangerous environments.” 
Other high-stress positions included senior corporate execu- 
tive, advertising account executive, architect and stockbroker. 
Software engineer, computer programmer and mathemati- 
cian were all rated low-stress. 

Among so-called blue-collar jobs, firefighter, police officer 
and taxi driver topped the high-stress list, while jobs such 
as bookbinders, photo process workers, musical instrument 
repairers and auto assemblers are considered low-stress.

The price of a lower paycheck? A higher stress level

Put down the BlackBerry. Step away from the 
computer. Breathe. 

A new survey confirms what most Ameri- 
cans probably already know: A majority of us 
find work to be stressful, according to a survey 
of 953 employees done by Harris Interactive 
on behalf of Everest College. Results were re- 
leased this week to coincide with April being 


Stress Awareness Month. 

The survey conducted in February showed 
77 percent are stressed by at least one thing 
at work. 

The most stressful aspect? Low pay. Over- 
all, 14 percent of adults picked it as a stressor, 
followed by commuting (11 percent), unrea- 
sonable workload (9 percent) and the fear 
of being fired or laid off (9 percent). Other 
stressful factors include annoying coworkers 


(8 percent), the boss (5 percent), poor work 
life balance (5 percent) and the lack of oppor- 
tunity for advancement (4 percent). 

Adults ages 18 to 34 put the stressful factors 
in a slightly different order. They ranked low 
pay and annoying coworkers as their top two, 
followed by the commute and the fear of be- 
ing fired. 

“We've seen numerous surveys that con- 
firm workplace stress has increased during 


the last several years, and this time we wanted 
to rank from top to bottom some of the root 
causes,” said Wendy Cullen, vice president of 
employer development for Everest College, 
which has seven Chicago-area campuses. 
“Most employers are becoming well aware 
of the need to address rising employee stress, 
and those who don’t address it are likely to 
suffer lower morale and productivity,” she said 
in a statement.

Wait, State St. 
doesn’t fix itself 


I'll get all radical on you here: Taxes are good. 

‘Taxes make civilization possible. Even better than regular taxes 
are taxes that incentivize people to make decisions that improve 
those civilizations in some small way. 

That’s a pretty grandiose statement, but nevertheless it’s why 
Ald. Joe Moreno of the 1st Ward has a fine idea with his plan to 
raise the cost of city stickers by $20 for cars and by $35 for SUVs. 

At the same time, his plan would make the stickers free for 
those who register electric vehicles and much cheaper for hybrid 
owners. 

This would raise the price for a small passenger car decal from 
$75 to $95 and from $120 to $155 for SUVs. The cost for large 
trucks would increase from $420 to $455 with an exemption for 
heavy trucks needed by businesses. 

The benefits are easy enough to understand: raising revenue in a 
time of fiscal hardship while at the same time aligning pocketbook 
and environmental interests. 

The simple fact of the matter is that we are headed for a revolu- 
tion in passenger vehicles, and the longer we deny that this needs 
to happen, the harder it will be. 

High gas prices are not the fault of any one institution—oil 
companies, Wall Street speculators or politicians. They are the 
result of a world economy that runs on an increasingly absurd fossil 
fuel order. This must change, and every nudge in a new direction 
deserves serious attention and support from politicians, all the way 
from the president to our aldermanic representatives. 

Moreno’s plan does amount to a “tax hike,” words so stupidly 
frightening they might as well be cast as the villain in “Scream 4.” 
Yet it is a measly “tax hike,” and it draws attention to the idea that 
we must pay for what we owe. 

Americans are socialized to believe that driving is their right, but 
car ownership is a privilege and one that must be paid for. It takes 
money to maintain the Dan Ryan, Michigan Avenue, State Street, 
Clark, Division and Broadway. Even if you don’t own a car or drive, 
you use those thoroughfares, and the people who use them the 
most—with the heaviest vehicles that cause the most wear and tear 
—can afford to pay a little more. 

The American aversion to taxation often takes a bizarre illogic: 
We don’t see the connection between the money we pay April 15 
to our city (or state or federal) government and all the services and 
infrastructure we utilize every day of our lives. 

If you buy a car that contributes more damage to the roads and 
more pollution to the air, it’s only fair that you cough up that extra 
20-spot—even if you have to cry about it as you do so and mutter 
“can’t wait till Trump’s president” under your breath.

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In the year since the brutal beating of their 
once exuberant daughter, Liam and Sheila 
McShane have spent their days waiting. 
Waiting for the moment when their daugh- 
ter gives them a small smile, or the moment 
she can lift a teacup or, most often, waiting 
for the moment when she gives them a look 
with her eyes. 

In Natasha McShane’s deep brown eyes, 
her parents search for clues to what she 
might need. “On a good day, you might com- 
municate better,” Liam McShane said. “If 
you said something, you might get a response 
with the eyes. If she opens her eyes wide, it 
might be a yes.” 

It might be, or it might not. 

“Some days she’ll be there, and she sort of 
like knows us,” he said. But other days, it can 
feel like she is not there at all. 

Saturday will mark one year since Natasha 
McShane and her friend Stacy Jurich were 
attacked in Bucktown by an assailant who 
bashed their heads and snatched their purses. 

A bright, bubbly 23-year-old, McShane 
bore the brunt of the beating and suffered 
head injuries that have left her unable to 
walk, speak or dress herself. She is at home 
now in Northern Ireland, where she sleeps in 
a bed in the living room of her parents’ house 
and, during the day, sits silently on the sofa or

in a wheelchair. 

“It’s hard to believe that it’s a year on,” Liam 
McShane said by phone from their home in 
Silverbridge, County Armagh. “We thought 
we'd come home and get the [surgery], and 
she’d make a big improvement and she’d get 
better. But nothing like that happened.” 

Natasha McShane had come to Chicago 
as part of a study abroad program. On April 
23, she and Jurich were celebrating an intern- 
ship that would allow McShane to extend 
her time here. They were walking home at 
3:30 a.m. when they were struck by a mugger 


with a baseball bat. 


Within a week, police arrested Heriberto 
Viramontes, 32, a reputed gang member, and 
Marcy Cruz, 26, who allegedly waited in a van 
and smoked marijuana during the attack. 

While Jurich escaped with lesser injuries, 
McShane struggled to regain basic motor 
functions. By July, when she left Chicago by 
air ambulance, she had begun to eat again, to 
walk with assistance and to speak a few words. 

In Northern Ireland, surgery to replace a 
section of skull led to serious infection, and 
she regressed quickly. By the time the family 
took her home in February, she had lost the 
ability to speak and walk. 


Today, the jailed Viramontes and Cruz each 
face 25 felony counts, including attempted 
murder and armed robbery. A trial date has 
not been set. 

Meanwhile, McShane’s family waits for a 
recovery that might never come. 

“She’s not as good today as she was when 
she left America,” her father says. 

Despite the struggles, Natasha’s grand- 
mother, Bernadette McShane, says she is 
grateful for the gift of survival. 

“The big, big thing is that we still have Na- 
tasha,” she says. “That’s the most important 
thing.”

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HOMICIDE 
TRACKER

Two 16-year-old boys were killed last 
week in South Lawndale, a RedEye analy- 
sis of preliminary police data found. 

On April 14, a boy was shot to death in 
the 2700 block of South Pulaski Road, po- 
lice said. A day earlier, a boy was stabbed 
to death in the 2600 block of South 
Ridgeway Avenue, according to officials. 

South Lawndale has seen six homicides 
so far this year, according to RedEye data. 
The community area recorded 16 homi- 
cides last year, RedEye determined. 

Citywide, gunshot homicides were re- 
corded in Brighton Park, Chatham, Greater 
Grand Crossing, New City, South Chicago, 
South Shore and West Englewood in the 
last week, RedEye found. 

Meanwhile, a 1-year-old Roseland boy 
died Sunday after he was suffocated and 
beaten to death, according to officials.

We live in an age of gadgets. Computers, 
microwave ovens, coffee makers and dish- 
washers are just a few of the things that 
have become so much a part of our life- 
styles that we can’t imagine living without 
them. 

Though we’re using less energy overall 
at home due to more efficient appliances, 
better insulation and other energy-saving 


measures, much of those savings are being 
eaten up as we collect more gadgets. 

According to the U.S. Department of 
Energy, the share of residential electricity 
consumed by appliances and electronics 
in homes rose from 17 percent to 31 per- 
cent during the past three decades. 

Some of the biggest energy guzzlers in- 
clude central air-conditioning units, wa- 
ter heaters, refrigerators, electric clothes 


dryers and dishwashers. In observance of 
Earth Day on Friday, here are some com- 
parisons of wattages for other common 
appliances. A watt measures the amount of 
energy an appliance uses per second. 

So if you really want to go green, you 
might consider air drying your hair or let- 
ting the humidity smooth the wrinkles 
from your shirt.

Gulf works 
for ‘rebirth’

GRAND ISLE, La. A year after the worst 
US. offshore oil spill swamped the Gulf 
coast with petroleum and misery, offi- 
cials on Wednesday declared the hard- 
hit region reborn. 

It is still too early to know the long- 
term damage to the Gulf’s rich and 
complex ecosystem. But so far predic- 
tions made at the height of the spill of 
an impending environmental Arma- 
geddon appear well overstated. 

“We're inviting America to come 
down here, have a great time, enjoy 
our seafood and be part of the great- 
est rebirth you will ever see,” Louisiana 
Gov. Bobby Jindal said at a ceremony to 
mark the event’s anniversary. 

An explosion aboard the Deepwa- 
ter Horizon drilling rig April 20, 2010, 
killed 11 workers and released nearly 
5 million barrels of oil that fouled the 
shorelines of four Gulf Coast states. 

The spill’s effects are far less serious 
than the 1989 Exxon Valdez disaster, 
which soaked Alaska’s environmentally 
fragile coast in heavy oil, said Edward 
Overton, an ecologist and professor 
emeritus at Louisiana State University 
in Baton Rouge. 

“T think it’s too early to tell, but am 
extremely optimistic,” Overton said. 
“We're way off what Exxon Valdez was, 
way off.” 

President Obama, who was criti- 
cized as reacting too slowly to the spill, 
said the government will keep pressure 
on BP and that “the job isn’t done.” 

“We continue to hold BP and other 
responsible parties fully accountable 
for the damage they've done and the 
painful losses that they've caused,” 
Obama said in a statement. 
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Terror level 
goes blank 


WASHINGTON After years of ridicule 

on late-night TV, the Department of 
Homeland Security is replacing color-coded 
terrorist threat alerts with public warnings 
that are more black and white. 

Officials said Wednesday they are scrap- 
ping the five-color system, which was cre- 
ated in the frantic months after the terrorist 
attacks of Sept. 11, 2001, because the alerts 
typically said little about the supposed threat 
or what authorities were doing to lower the 
danger. 

Most importantly, studies showed that the 
public paid little heed to the much-mocked 
warnings. The level never dropped below “el- 
evated,” and had not changed since 2006. 

Starting April 26, written alerts will warn 
the public of an “elevated” threat or a more 
specific “imminent” threat. 

The color alerts have “faded in utility,” said 
Janet Napolitano, the secretary of homeland 
security, “except for late-night comics.”

What’s wrong with getting 
films at home sooner? 


| 2 | LOS ANGELES Talk about drama. Nearly two 
dozen Hollywood directors and producers 
criticized plans by the major studios to release 
movies in the home closer to when they debut 
in theaters. 

In a open letter released Wednesday by the 
National Association of Theatre Owners, some 
of Hollywood’s biggest filmmakers, including 
James Cameron, Peter Jackson and Gore Verbin- 
ski, lashed out at imminent plans by four studios 
to offer movies via video-on-demand just eight 
weeks after their theatrical release. 

“As a crucial part of a business that last year 
grossed close to $32 billion in worldwide theat- 
rical ticket sales, we in the creative community 
feel that now is the time for studios and cable 
companies to acknowledge that a release pat- 
tern for premium video-on-demand that invades 
the current theatrical window could irrevocably 
harm the financial model of our film industry,” 
according to the letter. 

The letter comes in the wake of plans by Di- 
recT'V to launch premium video on demand 
Thursday with the Adam Sandler comedy “Just 
Go With It,” 69 days after the film debuted in 
theaters. Consumers will pay about $30 to rent 
the Sony Pictures movie for 48 hours. Similar 
premium-priced VOD releases also are planned 
for Warner Bros.’ comedy “Hall Pass,” Universal 
Pictures’ thriller “The Adjustment Bureau” and 
Fox Searchlight’s quirky comedy “Cedar Rap- 
ids.” 

Currently, movies are available on VOD about 
the same time they become available on DVD, 
about 130 days after they debut in theaters.

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STACEY KING CALLS 
BULLS GAMES LIKE 
FANS SEE THEM

“Holy cow!” 

“He gone.” 

“Too big, too fast, too strong, too good.” 

Throughout Chicago sports history, one 
thing Chicagoans have always loved is their 
colorful announcers. There are statues and 
restaurants named after them, and their say- 
ings have become ingrained in the city’s cul- 
ture. 

This year, Chicago may have found its next 
great announcer. 

As the Bulls ascend to NBA prominence 
again, fans have discovered energetic Stacey 
King and his entertaining use of the English 
language to describe basketball games. His 
catchphrases have become part of the every- 
day lingo for Bulls fans. The team created a 
soundboard of his calls on its web- 
site. And since King joined Twitter 
in February, he has gained more 
than 13,000 followers. There’s 
even a Facebook fan page dedi- 
cated to him called “Stacey King— 

The Greatest Announcer Ever.” 

King said his goal while calling 
games is simple. 

“Things you might be saying at home at 
the TY, I'll say it,” said King, 44, in his third 
year doing color commentary for the Bulls on 
Comcast SportsNet and WGN. “An exciting 
play where Derrick Rose does something, 
I'll bring that same energy and passion to the 
game. And they also see that I’m having fun.” 

A lot more viewers these days are having 
fun with him. 


Bulls TV ratings skyrocketed this year right 
along with King’s popularity, An average of 
157,617 households watched Bulls games on 
CSN during the regular season, a 90 per 
cent increase over last season. The average 
was the best since the 1997-98 season. The 
story was the same for WGN, which saw a 
76 percent ratings increase over last season 
for its 31 Bulls telecasts. 

A lot of that has to do with the improved

Bulls and superstar Derrick Rose, but maybe, 
just maybe, some of that success can be attrib- 
uted to King and his calls, which he said are 
not premeditated. 

“Just like if you were playing street ball and 
playing trash with another guy, it’s just instinc- 
tive, and I’ve always had a quick wit,” he said. 
“People are tweeting me lines, but I try not to 
get into that because then you become more 
like an actor.” 


One of his most famous calls came on ac- 


cident. 

King played with Kurt Thomas during 
Thomas’ rookie season in Miami and said 
he was a “little cocky and a little brash” and 
would joke with the other players about his 
good looks. 

“So I told him, ‘You just think you’re 
sexy. Your new nickname is going to be “Big 
Sexy.” ’ And it just stuck,” King said. “We’re

good friends, and when we talk on the phone, 
ll ask him, ‘Sexy, what you doing?’ All [of] 
the sudden, that’s been something that’s 
stuck and one day on the telecast it slipped 
out.” 

When asked about the nickname, Thomas 
laughed sheepishly and said he didn’t mind. 

“I don’t have a problem with it,” Thomas 
said. “I’ve been known by that nickname for 
15 years, just no one in the public knew about it. 
It’s good fun.” 

King’s signature catchphrase, however, is 
probably “too big, too fast, too strong, too 
good,” which he most often uses when Rose 


unleashes one of his highlight-reel moves to the 
hoop. 

Rose, he said, gives him an opportunity to 
watch a star being born, much like previous 
broadcasters had with Michael Jordan in the 
late 1980s. 

“T say it’s kind of like Halley's Comet, it’s all 
coming back around again,” King said. “I’m 
in the same situation Johnny ‘Red’ Kerr was 
in with Derrick Rose becoming the superstar. 
I’ve been fortunate enough to call every one 
of his games. I’ve kind of grown with him. The 
organization has turned the corner. They’re 
a household name again. They’re becoming a 
championship-level organization. It’s one big 
fun time.” 

Although he occupies the same seat as Kerr, 
King said he doesn’t think he’s in the same 
league with the former Bulls color commenta- 
tor. 

“Johnny Red Kerr is a legend here,” King 
said. “I’ll never be able to do what he did, he’s 
on a pedestal all by himself. The Harry Carays 
and Hawk Harrelsons, those guys are Chicago

King was around during Kerr’s days, play- 
ing center on the Bulls’ 1991-93 championship 
teams, and he said he’s always had the same 
personality, just more people can hear him now. 

“I was energetic, always brought smiles when 
I went into the room and it’s kind of tran- 
scended into what I do now,” King said. “The 
younger kids don’t remember me as a player 
until they go on Wikipedia.” 

King said he’s learned a lot from his broad- 
cast partner, Neil Funk, who has been doing 
play-by-play with the Bulls for 20 years. King 
called Funk a “Hall of Famer in my book” and 
said their contrasting styles make the broad- 
cast entertaining. 

“We're kind of like “The Odd Couple,” King 
said. “He’s Felix, I’m Oscar. He’s old-school, ’'m 
new-school. He’s rock-and-roll, I’m hip-hop. It 
makes it work. I think it helps fans get involved 
too. You get the older fans and the younger de- 
mographic, and we bring it all together.”

... Misunderstood?

Chris Cornell may have one of the most 
powerful voices in the history of rock mu- 
sic, but that doesn’t mean he’s the best with 
words. 

Early last year, the lead singer of Sound- 
garden tweeted: “The 12 year break is over 
and school is back in session. Knights of the 
Soundtable ride again!” 

The tweet, misread by everyone from over- 
zealous teenagers in Oklahoma to Rolling 
Stone magazine, immediately fueled rumors 
that Soundgarden were reuniting for good. 
The band did play a handful of shows in the 
past year, including a headlining spot at last 
year’s Lollapalooza in Grant Park, but mem- 
ber didn’t confirm an official reunion until last 
week. 

The band announced it will play four July 
concerts and that members are working on a 
new album, their first since their breakup in 
1997. 

But Cornell, who spoke to RedEye this 
week from a hotel in New York, was quick to 
set the record straight: The recent reunion 
announcement has nothing to do with his 
now infamous tweet. 

“Tt was a miscommunication that has be- 
come the bane of my human existence,” he

said. 

According to Cornell, band members de- 
cided to reunite out of a sense of duty to 
Soundgarden’s legacy. Band members had 
discussed doing a website and starting a mer- 
chandise line when they realized it had been 
20 years since the release of many of the semi- 
nal Soundgarden albums. 

“We all came to the conclusion that there 
was a still a legacy there,” he said. “Once we 
were hanging out, we immediately felt com- 
fortable and relaxed and got around to playing 
some music. We thought we’d play one show, 
maybe—and it was playing music that led to 
new ideas. And it was natural because we were 
all there and we fell in place to function like a 
band again. 

“It feels pretty much like it was just a break 
and less like a reunion. ... For us, it doesn’t 
even seem like a break, it doesn’t even seem 
like it’s been that long of one, it seems pretty 
natural.”

Admittedly, I had hoped “The Bang Bang Club” star Taylor Kitsch would talk 


like his charismatic “Friday Night Lights” character, Tim Riggins, projecting 


confidence and dropping F-bombs as if he’s in “Goodfellas.” 


“We're the type of guys, if we’re going to 
{bleepin’} fall doing something, we’re going 
to do it falling into 
a {bleeping]} vat of 
crocodiles with 
chainsaws,” Kitsch, dae =f 
30, said of himself , 
and Peter Berg (who = 
directed and exec- 
produced “Friday 
Night Lights” and 
directs Kitsch’s up- 
coming star vehicle 
“Battleship”). “We're 
going to fall hard.” 

That respect for 
living in the moment 
served Kitsch well as 
the hard-living Rig- 
gins. For “The Bang 
Bang Club,” opening Friday, Kitsch took 
another risk: He lost more than 30 pounds to 
star as real-life photographer Kevin Carter, 
who killed himself shortly after winning a 
Pulitzer Prize for a photo he took as civil war 
raged in 1994 South Africa. 

“T don’t know what it is within me that 
draws myself to these tortured [bleeping} 
guys,” he says, “but there’s something there 
that maybe I haven't figured out yet.” 

The film allows the Vancouver, British 
Columbia-bred actor, who now lives in Aus- 
tin, Texas, where “FNL was filmed, to display 
impressive dramatic range, not to mention a 
convincing South African accent. 

From L.A. while on a break from his star- 
ring role in next year’s Disney science-fiction 
film “John Carter From Mars,” Kitsch—who 
may be taking over for Matt Damon in “The 
Bourne Legacy” —talked about giving up

his favorite breakfast for “he Bang Bang 
Club,” the end of “FNT? and cliff diving with 
co-star Brooklyn Decker during the filming 
of “Battleship.” 


How hard was it to master the South 
African accent for “The Bang Bang Club”? 

I don’t think it’s ever going to be mastered, 
man; it was always a work in progress. I think 
one of the toughest things for me was {that} 
Kev’s very emotional in the film, and when 
you're that emotional so often, the last thing 
I’m thinking about is if I’m hitting my R’s or 
not hitting them. I can’t complain because 
you take the role on, but it’s a very difficult 
thing to get a grasp on. 


And you dropped more than 30 pounds for 
the role. What did you most miss eating dur- 
ing that time? 

Oh, man, {bleep}. I prepped in Austin, Texas, 
and I have my little coffee shop that I get 
the same thing every morning, and one of 
the toughest things was just not getting my 
breakfast every morning. That’s my favorite 
meal so that was tough of just going there 
and reading and prepping and doing your 
homework and just having a coffee and some 
berries. 


What do you normally order? 

Six egg whites with spinach, mush- 
room, dry wheat toast, coffee and 
fruit—every morning when I’m there. 
So it was just coffee and berries. 


In the film, Kevin smokes pot right in front 
of cops. Has there been a time in your life 
when you did something that from the 
outside might seem to go against common 


sense but feels right in the moment? 

It’s incomparable, but even cliff-jumping 

in Hawaii off a 110-foot cliff [during s-oot- 
ing for “Battleship”}. ... It’s kind of doing 
things that people say, “What the [bleep} 
are you doing?” There’s something in you, in 
everyone at one point, where you're doing 
it because everyone’s not, or you're do:ng it 
because they told you {that} you couldn't. 


Is that something you had to do for the role, 
as opposed to for fun? 

No, no, it was on my off day. There was a 
group of us that would go find the highest 
cliffs in Hawaii and jump off into these glori- 
fied rivers. It was hilarious. Every week, we 
would be searching for the next place to go 
jump.

Who went with you? 

Brooks [Brooklyn Decker} came and after 
some coercing she jumped off one, which I 
tip my hat to. But I don’t think anyone else of 
the cast came. It was some of the crew that 
came with us. Some crew members would go 
out there and go on some pretty epic hikes. 


What went through your head as you fin- 
ished filming “Friday Night Lights”? 

Man, a lot. A lot of mixed emotions. [Bleep], 
there’s so much, man. I grew so much 
through the process and the risks we were al- 
lowed to take and how many times we could 
really challenge and bring that writirg to life 
and work with these other actors that were 
on the same page. And I loved playing Riggs. 
But at the same time, I’m super-excized 
about these endeavors that are coming up 
and challenging and growing through new 
experiences. But I'll never forget that process 
and hopefully, Pll keep taking the same 
amount of risks as I did as Riggs. 


If people talk to you as if you’re Riggins, will 
you get back in character? 

No, I'll never go back in character, but what's 
funny is that when guys are like at a bar or 
something—I don’t drink very often, at all 
really, especially when I’m working, but it’s 
like I'll just be at a bar and maybe go for a 
beer with a buddy and catch up, and they 
think I should be like shattered drunk and 
sending me shots, which is very flattering, 
but at the same time, it’s like they correlate it 
quite tightly with Riggs. 


What do you say in that situation? 
Um, I say cheers and I have it, usually. What 
is that, it’s like bad luck if you [turn it down]? 
I can’t remember; maybe it’s someone that 
convinced me that it was just so [that we'd} 
have a shot.
